W. T. M. BRYANT'S LUCK 


HE FALLS IIBIU TO A FORTUNE 


OF 810,000. 


His Departure for Missouri to Claim 


Hia Snug- Share Iu Ail

W. T. M. Bryant, accompanied by his 


attorney, E.D. l-'dwurds, left for Liberty, 
Mo., last night to Uke possession of 
$10,000 belonging to him. 


Mr. Bryant came to California in 1859 


and bae boon here ever since. He has 
lived in Fresno county several years and 
though - hard-working'. iunn, fortune has 
not been prodigal of her favors to him. 


Hsveral months ago Mr. Bryant heard 


of the death of his father, which had oc- 
curred a considerable pcricd before. At 
the same time he learned that he loft an 
estate of between $25,000 and $:fU,000 
Mr. Bryant'u brother evidently took it 
tor granted that he, Mr. Bryant, was 
dead and lost no Utno iu administering 
the Ifttter'a portion oi the estate. 


Bryant lost no time in communicating 


with parties In LibL>ity concerning his 
c aim, and three mouths ago brought 
suit for the poaBt^ion ol bis share in the 
nBtato. Mr. Bryant bad already sent 
( epoaitionfl and affidavits of Identifica- 
tion to his Iftwyern in Liberty and tbo 
case waa set for March 7th in the circuit 
court of Clay county. 


In tho meantime Mr. Bryant's Liberty 


representatives and his lawyer here, E, 
1). Edwards, had communicated with 
one another nnd it waa decided it would 
be belter for Bryant to be oreeent at tbo 
trial as tbe identification would then be 
more complete. 


Attorney 13d wards stated yesterday 


that his client's claim WAS just and that 
there would be no trouble in securing hifi 
portion of the estate, which amounts to 
Boms $10,000. Bryant stated he could 
prove very satisfactorily that he is not 
dead.

The appointment of men to 
positions of responsibility merely for po- 
litical services and without regard to 
individual fitness is n policy that cannot 
be followed without demoralizing tho 
public business and doing rank injustice 
to people wl o pay their money for hou- 
eat and efficient aervic •. 


We denotinco tbo practice which has 


of late prevailed under the action of a 
majority of ihe board of trustees of lot- 
ting contract for public work to the 
hicheet bidder, not only as contrary to 
the intent and spirit of tho law, but as 
an intolerable outrage upon tbe overbur- 
dened taxpayers of the city. While tho 
entire pruuticn is indefensible, it has 
been made all tho more ohnozioiin by 
the showing o[ favoriiism to non-resi- 
dent contrnctore, who carry away and 
spend in other communities the moiioy 
which 
they 
h&vo gathered irom tho 


tixpayora 
of 
this 
city. 
Contracts 


should be lot according to the intent of 
tlie law to the lowest reepomible bidder, 
and where it is apparent that bidders 
have combined for the purposo ot se- 
curing an extortionate price, all such 
bids ohould be rtjedoiU Tbia conven- 
tion plodfioa its nominees to apt in ac- 
cordance with the principles leid down 
in this plank. 


We believe that it is tbe right of our 


volunteer firemen to chcoae ttie men who 
load them, with a duo regard for tho re- 
sponsibilities involved, and in a aptrit 
calculated to BUInnerve the hettt inter- 
ests of the property owtera nnd welfare 
of our city. 


Wo believe that tbo lnbon»r is worthy 


of hie hire, and that as toe laboring 


ipca are prospcroua, in like* decree all 


buaineea in tha community must pro- 
gress or Iflnculsh. We believe that $'2 
per day should be the minimum rate 
paid for unskilled labor upon all public 
works. Tho Hcpiiblicnn party of the 
city of Fresno hnroby pledges iteelf and 
itfl nominees to further tho interests of 
honest labor at every opportunity, and 
to aid In maintaining waees an the hieh- 
eet possible rate. In this eiTort we in- 
vito the co-operation of all fair-minded 
citizens regard lc»a of party afTHiationB.

The News Letter 'a informant Bays that 


'when Mrs. Terry was Bent to Stockton 
she was comfortably clnd, and a room 


as fitted up for her at the expense of 


her friende. When Been the other day 
ehe was in rage, suffering from cold and 
confined to one of tbe vcoret holes in the 
nsti'.u ion. More than thle, none ol her 
old friends are permitted to eee her, and 
aer relatives never go near her. 
If this 


statement ia founded in truth," continues 
;he Newe Letter, "steps should be taken 
to compel the gentleman who was ap- 
pointed her guardian to Bee that she is 
better treated. 
After Jlrs. Terry wes 


taken to Stockton scores ot dresses and 
articles of underwear, and cloth enough 
to replenish lier wardrobe a bundled 
times,were found iu her house at Fresno. 
A coneiderable amount of valuable jew- 
elry wae also discovered among her cf- 
fe2l6. What has become cf thisEtulT? 
It is icrtaiu that ebc has not benefited 
tiv it iu any way. Aud shst lias bB- 
:6aie of the rpnt received from tbe prop- 
erty?

The nmeucler matron of the establish- 


ment, who is about 5 feet 10 tall anJ 
built proportionately, WAS ealiBtcd as 
[ruidij and prol£ctor, for Mre. Terry in 
her maniacal fuiy ia BO strong that Boine- 
timee tbe two lady attendants in her 
ward would be overmatched were it not 
for the matron'a aid. Ii took nearly a 
quarter of an hour to reach Ward H in 
tae third etory of the building. The 
party passed through A labyrinth of 
wards aud passageways, turning to right 
and loft and making tbe most mysterious 
windings. The routo ^as so intricate 
that A frontier scout could not havo 
retraced hia steps without a guide. 


At last the white p.inted, wooden- 


barred door of Ward 11 Bwuug open, and 
the party catered a h^b-walled, corridor 
like upattrnent iiftoeu fe>.t long, with 
cells on either side.

It is his natural 
liinguago. What a stretch it is from 
such a man to Coleridge or Emerson or 
Lowell 1

is also such a splendid talker." The art 
of saying tino things finely you cannot 
afford to bo without. "Livo with wolves 
and you will learn to howl," Gays tho 
Spanish proverb. 
Wo ought to bo able 


to aild, "Livo with men and you will 
learn to talk well." But flint is not so. 
There aro too few really good talkers— 
really wiso and witty tongues.—E. P.
